COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 
HIGHLIGHTS: 


Severity of ALFALFA WEEVIL damage increasing from Pennsylvania and Ohio southward 
in the East; situation appears somewhat less critical in Midwest and West. (p. 471). 
PEA APHID abnormally high in New Mexico, heavy and widespread in Texas, very 
numerous in Arkansas and appearing as far north as the Dakotas and Washington in 
lesser numbers. (pp. 472, 473). ARMY CUTWORM generally light but caused severe 
damage to alfalfa in Santa Fe County, New Mexico, and some damage in Nebraska. 

(p. 474). Population of EUROPEAN CORN BORER in Minnesota should be light in 1965 
but possible threat exists in southwest and west-central districts where popula- 
tions adequate for rapid buildup. Number of borers per acre reduced in North 
Dakota also. (p. 475). CORN FLEA BEETLE adults feeding on newly sprouted corn in 
Maryland and Delaware. (p. 476). CORN LEAF APHID causing serious damage to barley 
in Arizona. (p. 477). Small ARMYWORM larvae in southern Illinois and southeastern 
Missouri; moths collected in Delaware. (p. 476). 


Various species of APHIDS show further development on fruit trees as foliage 
becomes available. (p. 478). GLOVER SCALE reached highest level of 15 years of 
record in Florida citrus groves. (p. 481). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE adults abundant on the Delmarva Peninsula; FLEA BEETLES 
becoming numerous in same area. (pp. 481, 482). ONION MAGGOT fly emergence 
heaviest since 1959 in Idaho; damaging onions in Colorado and Texas; flies out in 
numbers in New Jersey. Adult SEED-CORN MAGGOT abundant in fields prepared for 
beans in Washington. ARMY CUTWORM causing damage to onions in Colorado. (p. 482). 


COTTON APHID damaging cotton in areas of Arizona and extremely heavy in Monroe 
County, Alabama. BOLLWORM damaging cotton terminals in Texas. CUTWORMS major 
problem to cotton in delta counties of Mississippi. (p. 484). GRASSHOPPERS also 
damaging in that area. (p. 485). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE expected to be common this year in RhodeIsland (p. 485). Heavy 
defoliation expected in Minnesota caused by FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR and CANKER- 
WORMS expected to be heavy in South Dakota. (p. 486). HORN FLY populations 
increasing in Oklahoma and South Carolina. (p. 489).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING MAY 10 


HIGHLIGHTS: (1) Warmer than previous week by NO? 346) ey? Texas to Great Lakes; 
strong cooling in western third of Country. (2) Continued dry, southern 
California to west Texas, parts of Great Plains; dry Southeast. (3) Storminess, 
central and northern Great Plains included many tornadoes, heavy snow. 


TEMPERATURE: Average temperatures were considerably lower this week from the 
Pacific to Montana and the Rockies and were 12° to 14° below normal over the Great 
Basin. Average temperatures were above normal east of a line from El Paso, 

Texas, to Bismarck, North Dakota, reaching 12° to 14° above normal over the central | 
and eastern Corn Belt; temperatures were near normal in the Florida area, From 
Texas to the Great Lakes the average temperatures were 10° to 17° warmer than 
during the previous week. This resulted as warm, humid air streamed northward 
over most of the Nation east of the Rockies. Temperatures climbed into the 80's 
over South Dakota on Tuesday, over central Wisconsin and lower Michigan by 

Friday and Syracuse, New York, (89°) by Sunday. By the end of the week, cooler 
and drier air had moved from the northern Great Plains to cover the Central 
Plains. The difference in moisture content of the two air masses was very strik— 
ing. For example, early on Tuesday the dew point temperatures were in the 30's 
and 40's over the central Great Plains but in the 60's in the Gulf air southeast 
of the front. 


PRECIPITATION: Little or no rain fell over the southern two-thirds of California, 
Arizona, New Mexico, southern Colorado, and western and extreme southern Texas. 
Another dry area extended from Kentucky to Mississippi and eastward to the south 
Atlantic coast including Florida. Frequent cold rains and snow occurred over 
other western areas. Lander, Wyoming, received 11 inches of snow while Lead, 
South Dakota, had 30 inches during a late week storm. Over the area extending 
from east Texas to the Great Lakes and eastward through the Corn Belt to the 
Northeast, precipitation was unevenly distributed and locally variable. 


SEVERE STORMS: The important weather feature of the week occurred over the 
central and northern Great Plains area where two major storm centers were active. 
On Tuesday a deep Low formed over Colorado and moved to North Dakota on Wednesday. 
This was followed by an even more vigorous Low which moved from Colorado to 
Minnesota on Saturday and Sunday. It was this second Low which dropped 31 inches 
of snow at Lead, South Dakota. Many heavy thunderstorms and a number of tornadoes 
occurred in the warm, humid air to the east and southeast of these slowly moving 
Lows during the period May 5 to 9. On Thursday, at least 9 tornadoes occurred 

in Minnesota and 5 in Oklahoma with a number of deaths in Minnesota. Saturday, 
May 8, brought a major tornado outbreak with more than 40 reported in South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Iowa and Wisconsin. Saturday may have set a new 
record for the largest number of tornadoes in a single day. (Summary supplied 

by U.S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - RHODE ISLAND - No eggs found in field in 
Kingston, Washington County. (Mathewson, May 4). CONNECTICUT - Averaged 23 

per 25 sweeps; first observed April 30; no egg laying noted. Ovaries dissected 
indicate advanced egg development. (Savos). NEW YORK - Hatching in Orange 
County; young larvae found in 4 of 5 fields checked, Possibly 1 percent of 

tips showed feeding. Inspections urged in Hudson Valley. (N.Y. Wkly. Rpt., 

May 3). PENNSYLVANIA - All stages except pupae present in southwestern area, 
Alfalfa completely stripped on drier knolls. Damage considerable; 100 percent 
of plants infested often with up to 18 various sized larvae per tip. Eggs very 
abundant with hatching expected soon. Later sprays may be necessary to save 
crop; situation serious. In central area, fewer overwintering eggs noted but 
warm weather caused some activity. No eggs found; dissected females gravid. 
(Udine). Damage and adults in northwest area hard to find; no eggs found, 
(Adams). Damage and eggs easily found in southeast area, (Menuson). Not much 
activity noted in northeast area. (Gesell). NEW JERSEY - Noted in 6 fields 
from Burlington to Warren Counties. Larvae ranged 10-206 (average 90) per 100 
sweeps. Adults ranged 12-114 (average 70). Larvae ranged 55-2,500 (average 
1,100) per 100 sweeps in 6 fields in area of Gloucester, Salem and Cumberland 
Counties; adults ranged 0-250 (averaged 56) per 100 sweeps. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr.). 
MARYLAND - Adults continue active; larvae continue damage to first-growth alfalfa 
in all sections. Larval infestations in Washington County varied 25-100 percent 
ef stems. Pupation noted in Somerset County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Larvae averaged 10 per sweep in 3 alfalfa fields and 1 per sweep 

in 6 fields in vicinity of Wake Forest. Damage very light; differences in 
populations due to time of last treatment. Untreated field in area with 40-50 
larvae per sweep; damage quite noticeable. Some pupation and emergence of new 
adults observed. (Mount). ALABAMA - Continues heavy damage in Limestone, 
Madison and Jackson Counties. (Agee, Magnusson, Carter). 


OHIO - Situation in southern area continued to become more serious. Mixed 
clover and alfalfa field near Alberta, Meigs County, appeared to have all alfalfa 
foliage eaten. Larvae began eating clover in field; 89 larvae in one sweep but 
no adults. Field in Ross County yielded 160 larvae and one adult in one sweep; 
larvae about 1 cm. long. About 25 percent of crop eaten; alfalfa about 10-15 
inches tall. Averaged 3 per terminal and 16 larvae per sweep in Morgan County. 
Nearly 100 percent of plants infested in Morgan and Gallia Counties; 10 larvae 
per plant common in 2 small fields in Athens County where approximately 90 

larvae and 8 adults collected per sweep; alfalfa 4-6 inches tall. Varied 10-80 
percent infested in Belmont County; 75 larvae and 2 adults in Pickaway County 
alfalfa. Plant infestation approximately 50 percent. Field in Muskingum County 
yielded 16 larvae and 8 adults in 25 sweeps; 20 percent terminal infestation. 
More terminals showed feeding damage without having larvae in them. (Rings, 

Rose et al.). ILLINOIS - Found in 7 new counties. Adult populations vary 0-16 
(average about 2.7) per 100 sweeps; larvae ranged 0-5,400 (average about 700) 

per 100 sweeps in southern third of State. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Larval 
counts dropped considerably in extreme southeastern counties; first-generation 
adults emerging in numbers in that area as well as most of southern first and 
second tiers of counties. Found for the first time in Douglas, Ozark, Taney 

and Christian Counties. (Wkly. Ins. Rpt.). ARKANSAS - Surveys negative in 
central area, (Ark. Ins. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Larvae ranged 8-20 per 25 sweeps 
in fields near Albuquerque, Bernalillo County; feeding damage very noticeable. 
(Heninger). SOUTH DAKOTA - Adults collected in Fall River County; 40 per 100 
sweeps. Averaged 20 adults per 100 sweeps west of Oglala, Shannon County. 
(Jones). COLORADO - Ranged 5-10 per 100 sweeps in Mesa and Delta Counties on 
alfalfa. (Bulla). No larvae reported to date in Weld County. (Urano). UTAH - 
Adults active in Sevier County. (Rickenbach, Knowlton). Adults moderately numerous 
in some alfalfa fields in Coalville-Peoa area, Summit County. Averaged 5 adults 
per 10 sweeps at Providence; 4 per 10 sweeps at Millville, Cache County. 
(Knowlton). IDAHO - Adults averaged up to 3 per sweep in Payette, County alfalfa. 
Small numbers of first-stage larvae collected for first time this season. (Homan, 
May 4). CALIFORNIA - Medium on alfalfa plantings in Corning area, Tehama County. 
(Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera punctata) - OHIO - Five larvae per 30 sweeps in clover 
in Meigs County; larvae common in alfalfa in Mount Sterling and Sedalia areas of 
Madison County. Larvae noted in Franklin and Clinton Counties. (McNutt et al.). 
MARYLAND - Larvae averaged 3 per sweep on red clover at Easton, Talbot County.

CLOVER HEAD WEEVIL (Hypera meles) - ALABAMA - Light in crimson clover in 
Lauderdale County. Heavy on 100 acres in Lee County; controls necessary. 
(Wagnon, Johnson). GEORGIA - Moderate to heavy on crimson clover in Spalding 
County. (Vanderford). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera nigrirostris) - MARYLAND - Adults averaged 5 
per 10 sweeps on red clover at Easton, Talbot County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


WEEVILS (Sitona spp.) - SOUTH DAKOTA - S. scissifrons ranged 4-75 per 100 sweeps 
in alfalfa in Hughes, Hand and Beadle Counties; mating observed. (Jones). 
NEBRASKA - S. scissifrons averaged 3 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa in Otoe County. 
(Rhine). 8S. cylindricollis (sweetclover weevil) averaged 2 per 10 sweeps in 
second-year sweetclover in Lancaster County. (Stevens). ILLINOIS - Adults of 
Sitona sp. vary 0-50 (average about 15) per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in west- 
southwest and east-southeast districts.

A WEEVIL - TEXAS - Undetermined species heavy; larvae widespread and damaging 
crimson clover in Houston County, (Percival). 


LATHRIDIID BEETLES - IDAHO - Adults general in Parma and Roswell alfalfa. 
(Bechtolt). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Fairly heavy on 
soybeans in Williamsburg County. (Nettles et al., May 4). 


A WIREWORM (Ctenicera signaticollis) - ILLINOIS - Adults averaged 15 per 100 
sweeps in alfalfa-clover mixture and 45 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa field in 
Monroe County. These 2 fields within 1 mile of each other; none found in other 
alfalfa fields in Monroe and nearby counties. This iS a new county record; 
previously known in Pope and Jackson Counties. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). 


PEA APHID (Acyrthosiphon pisum) - NEW MEXICO - Remains abnormally high in 
untreated alfalfa in Curry and Roosevelt Counties. Predators and parasites very 
abundant. Many parasitized by undetermined species of Hymenoptera. (Kloepfer, 
Nielsen). TEXAS - Heavy and widespread on vetch in Henderson County. (Spann). 
OKLAHOMA - Remains moderate to heavy in many areas of north central, central, 
south central and southwest; moderate in west central and east central areas. 
Many fields cut but aphids staying in fields and attacking new foliage. Moderate 
(800 per 10 sweeps) in vetch in Murray County and heavy in Lincoln County. 

(Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Continues very numerous; about 100 per sweep 

of 15-inch net in central area. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). MISSOURI - Quite heavy in 
scattered individual alfalfa fields over southwestern area but degree of natural 
control and nearness to harvest practically eliminate need for chemical controls. 
(Wkly. Ins. Rpt.). KANSAS - Cool weather favorable; probably found throughout 
State. Present in all fields in Garden City area with light populations in all 
but one field; honeydew present on plants and growth retarded, Averaged 10 per 
sweep in northeast area; alfalfa growing well and should reach cutting stage 
before populations high enough to cause damage, (Gates, Brooks, Apr. 30). 
NEBRASKA - Averaged 50 per 10 sweeps in red clover and alfalfa in Lancaster, 
Otoe, Nemaha and Richardson Counties, (Rhine). SOUTH DAKOTA - Taken in alfalfa 
in Fall River, Shannon, Todd, Hughes and Hand Counties; highest counts in Fall 
River County. Over 1,000 per 100 sweeps. (Jones). NORTH DAKOTA - Trace numbers 
at Libson and Kindred; 1 per 100 sweeps. (Frye). MINNESOTA - Observed on alfalfa 
but counts very low. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Populations fluctuate;

MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - OHIO - Nymphs collected on alfalfa in 
Muskingum, Meigs, Ross and Pickaway Counties; infestations usually 1 percent or 
less but one field in Muskingum County ranged 10-20 percent infested. Maximum 
nymph slightly less than one-eight inch, (Rose). MARYLAND - Nymphs light on 
red clover in Talbot County; nymphs increasing on red clover in Prince Georges 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SPITTLEBUGS - NEW JERSEY - Nymphs relatively low in survey during April in 26 
alfalfa fields in Sussex, Warren, Morris, Somerset, Burlington and Salem Counties;

100 sweeps in alfalfa in west-southwest district. Chita pins eRpite)

SILVER-SPOTTED TIGERMOTH (Halisidota argentata) - CALIFORNIA - Causing medium 
damage to deodar cedars locally in Menlo Park, San Mateo County. (Cal (CoopheRpite»). 


SPRUCE NEEDLE MINER (Taniva albolineana) - IDAHO - Infesting Engelmann and blue 


spruces at Moscow, Latah County, and at Grangeville, Idaho County. (Studer, 


Portpan, May 4). Infesting ornamental spruce at Nezperce, Lewis County. (Dailey). 


SPRUCE NEEDLE MINERS (Recurvaria spp.) -— MINNESOTA - Larvae active in Owatonna 
area. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - ALABAMA - First generation 
larvae on pine tips throughout most of State, especially in Lee and Geneva 
Counties. (Smith et al.). NORTH CAROLINA - Light on pines locally in Lee County 
April 29. (Wray). 


JUNIPER WEBWORM (Dichomeris marginellus) - RHODE ISLAND - Larva found in planting 
in North Kingston, Washington County on May 4. (Kerr). 


ARBORVITAE LEAF MINER (Argyresthia thuiella) - NEW YORK - Larvae found in foliage 
in Ithaca area, Tompkins County. (N.Y. Wkly. Rpt., May 3). 
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A EURYTOMID (Eurytoma tumoris) - CALIFORNIA - Specimens mentioned as probably 
this species in CEIR 15(17):384 now determined as above species by Dr. R. Bugbee.

GARDEN FLEAHOPPER (Halticus bracteatus) - FLORIDA - Adults moderately damaging 
leaves of philodendron at Winter Garden, Orange County. (Griffith, Kipp, Apr. 27). 


COCCIDS —- GEORGIA - Lecanium quercifex unusually abundant on oak in Spalding 
County. (Tippins). NORTH CAROLINA -— Pseudaonidia paeoniae heavily infesting 
camellias in a nursery in Cumberland County and one in Sampson County. 
(Robertson). MARYLAND - Undetermined soft scales infesting dogwood at College 
Park and willow oak at Beltsville, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.).

CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - PENNSYLVANIA - Heavy and feeding on large 
variety of plants in greenhouse in Pike County. (Gesell). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - ARIZONA - Infestations appearing 
on ornamentals in Yuma, Maricopa and Pinal Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
CALIFORNIA - Adults, probably this species, heavy on ivy nursery stock locally 

in Marysville, Yuba County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


MITES - ARIZONA - Oligonychus spp. severely damaging juniper in Yuma County. 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). WISCONSIN - Galls of an unspecified eriophyid mite on newly 
developing leaves of flowering almond at Middletown, Dane County.

LITTLE HOUSE FLY (Fannia canicularis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Abundant in several 
poultry houses in Mecklenburg County and causing some annoyance to residents in 
the vicinity. (G. D. Jones). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Populations building up state— 
wide. (Nettles et al., May 4). GEORGIA - Average of 85 flies per animal on 


untreated herd in Spalding County. (Roberts). ALABAMA — A medium, widespread 
infestation on cattle in Sumter County where controls not applied. (Story). 
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OKLAHOMA - Numbers increasing. Counts per head averaged as follows: 500 on 
steers and 1,500 on bulls in Payne County, 125 on cows and 450 on bulls in Noble 
and Garfield Counties, 500 on cows in Pushmataha, Latimer, Le Flore and McCurtain 
Counties. Moderate to heavy on cattle in Muskogee, Okfuskee, Murray, Grady, 
Greer and Ellis Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BLACK FLIES - RHODE ISLAND - Reported biting in north Smithfield and Smithfield 
in Providence County. (King). 


TABANIDS - OKLAHOMA - Hybometra lasiophthalma averaged 2-3 per head on cattle in 
sheltered areas in Payne and Cherokee Counties. Unspecified horse flies light 
in southeastern area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEVADA -— Silvius pollinosus adults 
active in Virgin Valley, Clark County.

A BITING MIDGE (Culicoides crepuscularis) - WASHINGTON - One male taken in Malaise 
trap at Pullman, May 4; much earlier than any previous catches.

SHEEP KED (Melophagus ovinus) - UTAH - Light to moderate in Sevier and Iron County 
sheep. (Rickenbach, Sjoblom, Knowlton). Moderately numerous to severe in several 
Summit County flocks.

BLACK BLOW FLY (Phormia regina) - ALABAMA - Larvae on cattle in Chambers and 
Dallas Counties. (Emrick, Stephenson, Arrington). 


CATTLE GRUBS (Hypoderma spp.) - UTAH - Adults active in Washington County meadows 
(Huber, Knowlton) and Iron County (Sjoblom, Knowlton). WISCONSIN - Severe in- 
festation on young cattle in Juneau County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) - ARIZONA - Eight infestations reported for 
period April 25-May 1 in counties as follows: Cochise 6, Santa Cruz 1 and 
Greenlee 1. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). (see also p. 494). 


AMERICAN DOG TICK (Dermacentor variabilis) - RHODE ISLAND - Active since early 
April. Reports of concentrations in Bristol, Bristol County; Jamestown and 

Newport in Newport County; South Kingston, Narragansett and Exeter in Washington 
County. (Mathewson, Hyland, Peabody). DELAWARE - Very numerous in New Castle 
County. (Burbutis). OHIO - A few collected at Lake Hope State Park, Vinton 
County. Dog in Jackson County infested with 20 unengorged to almost fully engorged 
ticks. (Rose). OKLAHOMA - Heavy on dogs in Noble County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


LONE STAR TICK (Amblyomma americanum) - OKLAHOMA - Populations moderate to heavy 
on cattle in Pushmataha, McCurtain, Latimer, Le Flore and Haskell Counties. (Okla. 
Coops Sure»). 


TICKS - UTAH - Annoying picknickers in Odden Canyon, Weber County, and Logan 
Canyon, Cache County. (Knowlton). WISCONSIN - First reports of seasonal 
AG tin ltby ee (Manns) nse pit». 


CATTLE LICE - UTAH - Troublesome in a number of Iron County beef herds. (Sjoblom, 
Knowlton). Sucking cattle lice moderately numerous in several beef cattle herds 
in Summit County. Undetermined species annoying cattle at Santaquin, Utah 

County. (Knowlton). 


SWALLOW BUG (Oeciacus vicarius) - OKLAHOMA - Taken in a swallow nest in Woods 
County, April 28. This bug readily fed on a human when given the opportunity. 
(kia Coop, iSur-p)-

CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) —- UTAH - Continues to invade many homes in

R. flavipes evident in Franklin and Hamilton Counties. (Rings, Jones).

BLACK CARPENTER ANT (Camponotus pennsylvanicus) - MARYLAND - Winged adults in and 
around several homes in Montgomery and Prince Georges Counties. (U2) Mae eknite 
Dept.). MICHIGAN - Generally invading buildings in State, especially near wooded 
areas or where a new stock of firewood has been placed in basement or in an 
attached garage. (Janes). 


CARPENTER BEES - NEW JERSEY - Troublesome in Morris County. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr.). 
RHODE ISLAND - Adults of Xylocopa virginica actively flying. (Mathewson). 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - UTAH - Occasional annoyance in homes at 
Richfield. (Knowlton). RHODE ISLAND - Frequent complaints and specimens from 
Lincoln-Cumberland section of Providence County. (Mathewson, Veilleux). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - NEBRASKA - Adults abundant and a 
nuisance in homes in Lincoln County.

AN EUCNEMID BEETLE (Melasis rufipennis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Reported in CEIR 15 
(16) :347 as an eucnemid beetle has been determined as this species by

COCKROACHES - UTAH - Control necessary in some homes and restaurants in Richfield 
and elsewhere in Sevier County (Rickenbach, Knowlton) and in St. George 
(Knowlton). WISCONSIN - Considerable annoyance and concern because of Parcoblatta 
pennsylvanica in Columbia County.

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INTERCEPTIONS OF SPECIAL INTEREST AT U.S. PORTS OF ENTRY 


Some important interceptions that were reported by the Plant Quarantine Division, 
ARS, USDA, during March 1965, follow. These reports are based on identifications 
received from Federal taxonomists at the U.S. National Museum during the month, 
and include any of special interest from recent months that were not previously 
reported. 


GIANT AFRICAN SNAIL (Achatina fulica Bowdich) 3 times; two times in baggage at 
ports in Hawaii and one time in mail at Seattle, Washington. 


LEEK MOTH (Acrolepia assectella (Zell.)) 5 times; at New York (3), New York; 
Philadelphia (2), Pennsylvania. 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi Ashby) 4 times at Laredo, Texas. 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens (Loew)) 10 times; at Chicago (1), Illinois; 
Houston (1) and Laredo (1), Texas; Miami (1), Florida; Nogales (3), Arizona; San 
Pedro (1) and San Ysidro (2), California. 


A TEPHRITID FLY (Anastrepha sp.) one time in naranjilla fruit at Miami, Florida. 
This represents the first record by Plant Quarantine of a fruit fly in this host. 


ROSE SAWFLY (Blennocampa pusilla (Klug)) (common and often serious pest of roses 
in Europe; causes leafcurl which produces swellings resembling leaf-gall) once 

on rose flowers abandoned in quarters of airplane at John F. Kennedy International 
Airport, New York. 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata (Wied.)) 19 times; at Boston (2), 
Massachusetts; Hilo (1) and Honolulu (3), Hawaii; John F. Kennedy International
